Ton tin ued from first page ) 
plant foods of the soil that are neces­ 
sary to the growth of the plant ; sec­ 
ond, to furnish a vehicle by means of 
which these plant foods and their 
compounds are transported about the 
plant as needed in the form c f sap; 
and third, to fill the pores of the 
plant, thus giving- rigidity to the plant 
and enabling it to stand erect and 
develop svmetrh ally and normally. 
Obviously anything that interferes 
with an ample supply of this soil 
w ater is injurious to the crop. 
• • • 
The water in the soil has a way of 
circulating by means of capillary at­ 
traction. 
The soil is permeated by 
myriads of tiny passage-ways along 
which the soil w ater creeps, molicule 
upon molicule, and thus spreads out­ 
w ard tow ard any dry area th a t may 
be in reach. 
As this soil w ater a r ­ 
rives at the top of its capillary stair­ 
way at th** outer surface of the soil, 
it cornea in contact with the heat of 
the sum m er sun and the thirsty a t­ 
mosphere and floats away in vapor. 
The drier the atm osphere the faster 
the soil dries, the faster a crust forma 
and the faster the precious stores of 
soil water evaporate, leaving a thirsty 
and starving crop behind. 


•

* 
By stirring the surface and pulver­ 
izing it into a loose mass, we break 
up these capillaries and confine the 
soil moisture below- where it will be 
within the reach of the plant’s roots 
and available for the plant’s use. 
This is the purpose of the soil mulch. 
W e once heard Mr. Sam Neel of Se­ 
guin illustrate the principle by com­ 
paring the w ater in the capillaries to 
a man who has fallen into a well. 
So long as the well is small enough 
for him to brace himself against the 
opposite sides of it, he can climb up­ 
w ard; 
but 
the 
moment 
the 
well 
widens out until he can no longer 
reach the sides to brace himself, he 
m ust stop. 
So it is with the water. 
It can climb the narrow capillary 
walls, but the moment it reaches the 
wider openings 
in 
our 
loose 
soil 
mulch that moment it stops on its 
elusive flight. 
rn rn rn 
Not only does the -oil mulch con­ 
serve the moisture supply; it does 
more. 
Loose soil, being a poorer 
conductor of heat than a hard, com­ 
pact soil, acts as a protection to the 
roots of the plants against the pene­ 
tratin g heat of the sum m er sun. 
It 
also absorbs the rainfall more readily 
than a h a rd, compact soil and thus 
prevents an excessive flow-off of rain 
-when it comes in sudden or heavy 
down pours. 
* * • 
All weeds are robbers. 
They rob 
the crop of moisture and plant food 
from the time they germ inate until 
they are destroyed. 
And if allowed 
to become large e?iough they will rob 
them of air and sunlight. 
There 
m ust usually he an interm inable car 
on weeds, but the man w-ho maintains 
his soil in « g ^ 'd state of tilth and 
keeps up the right kind of a soil 
mulch will, under normal conditions, 
have incidentally destroyed his weeds.

BEEN THERE TOO LONG. 


My friend, W. R. Teary, the veter­ 
an fighter for a farmers* cotton m ar­ 
ket, sent me a copy of letter he had 
w ritten to a Texas Congressman who 
I am afraid, has been there too long. 
In this letter, my Central Texas 
banker-farm er friend, explained to 
the Congressm an how the Federal 
Reserve Bank busted the country in 
1920, and he told him just like it 
was. 
But I am afraid Y eary’s explana­ 
tion did not strike in. 
You see, it 
is like this: when a Congressm an has 
been there too long, he is liable to 
get the “ W ashington,” rather than 
the home-folks viewpoint. 
Anyway, surface 
indications in ­ 
dicate th a t this particular congress­ 
man is bothering more about his fu ­ 
tu re political preferm ent, than he h 
about the interests of the people who 
have kept him there too long. 
Besides, a feller told me th a t this 
particular Congressman has been in­ 
vesting considerable of his big salary 
in bank-stock, during all the too many 
years he has been in Congress. 
And you know how it is; when a 
man gets a good tail-hold on the 
“ surplus and undivided profits,” he 
is liable to become impervious so to 
speak, to any line of talk which 
mieht seem cross-wavs with hi.- tail- 
hold. 
Beside-,, when a Congressman rep ­ 
resents a hide and wool district, votes 
an occasional 
op to his district, and 
tpolog’ze 
for it to his free ♦ radr 
friends in Congress, the fact hints at 
the further fact that sooner or later, 
he will have to depend for a livin' 
on his share of the “ surplus and un­ 
divided profits.” 
All of which pre-supposes th at it 
will probably not be a g reat while 
before some home feller with a home 
view-point, and who has no special 
ambition for political preferm ent be­ 
yond going to Congress, will get in 
behind the Congressman 
who has 
been there too long, and politically 
speaking, make his heels break his 
neck. 
By the way, friend Davis, I wrote 
an article on the tariff question on 
invitation of a farm -paper friend of 
mine, and 
received com m endatory 
letters from both protectionists and 
free-traders; and it was not that I 
got on both sides of the question 
either. 
It was because 
I discussed the 
business, rather than the politics of 
the 
question, the which appeared 
“som ething new,” to men who had 
never heard even one side of it. 
You know how it goes. 
The free­ 
trad er says the tariff is always a ta x ; 
while the protectionist says it is never 
a tax. 
I think I can nrove they are both 
wrong, so plainly that both can see 
it, if they are equipped to see an y ­ 
thing. 
Anyway, unless I had been in 
C o n g re e too long, I would never 
apolog! *e for a vote for import duty 
on production under standard of liv­ 
ing which I should hope to raise in­ 
stead of lower. 
And I would not give as reason for 
my vote: “ Oh yes, the tariff is rob­ 
bery all right; hut as long 
it’s go­ 
ing, I want rn 
ha>e.” 
But I did not intend to write the 
article just now.— Claridge. 
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Farmers Fooled Again-Intermediate Credit Law Will Not Give Relief Desired

I have read much fvaorahle com­ 


ment upon the Interm ediate Credit 


Law, recently enacted bv Congress, 


and one would judge from 
uch com­ 


m ent, that the law would solve all 


the farm ers’ difficult problems by f u r ­ 


nishing ample credit at low rate-- of 


intere -t to produce his crops a n d live 


siock and to market them to the best. 
advantage. 


A fter carefully reading the law, 
I am reminded of what Mark Twain 
said afte r reading an account of his 
death in the papers: “that the account 
had been greatly exaggerated” . 
I 
am sure the merits of this law h a v e 
been overestimated. 
It was doubt­ 
less the intention of some of the 
authors of this law to give the fa rm ­ 
ers and stockmen a law that would 
adequately meet the situation, hut 
a COG W AS SLIPPED in the final 
preparation of the Act, and the fa rm ­ 
er was perm itted to “ VIEW T H E 
PROM ISED 
LAND 
FROM 
AFAR 
O F F ” .

T brr° arc to he twelve of the In ter­ 


mediate Credit F inks, °ne located in 
each city where a F'^derel Land Bank 
is I rated, and he under the m anage­ 
ment of the officer- and directors of 
the Federal Land Banks. 
They are 
to have a capital of $5,000,000 each 
to he subscribed by the Government. 
They are authorized to borrow money 
and i -sue bonds or debentures for a 
period not exceeding five years ai 
such lH’e of interest as may be p re­ 
scribed by the Federal Farm Loan 
Board, not exceeding six per cent, 
and to charge interest on their loans 
at a rate not to exceed one per cent 
more than *hc rats borne by its last 
pm ‘ ding issue of debentures, which 
would Hake the ra fe not less than 


se* en per cent, if their bonds or de­ 
b en tu re s bear six per cent. 
The 
farmer: will not likely borrow much 
money directly through these banks. 
and th t rate of interest they will pay 
is indefinite. 


National A f ricultvira! Cr«dit Corpor­ 
ations 


These corporations may he organ­ 
ized by five or more persons for the 
purpose of providing credit facilities 
for agricultural and live stock indus­ 
tries. 
They shall enter into articles 
of association, specifying the p u r­ 
poses for which the association is 
organized. 
They must have a capital stock of 
not less than $250,000. 
They can 
issue, with the approval of the Comp­ 
troller of the Currency, tru st notes 
or debentures with a m aturity not ex­ 
ceeding three years, and to pledge as 
security for such notes or debent­ 


u r e s , drafts, hills of exchange, or 
other securities. 


They are authorized to advance 
money on non perishable agricultu­ 
ral products, which are readily m ar­ 
ketable, and secured by warehouse 
receipts, to an am ount not to exceed 
75 per cent of the m arket price, for 
a period of nine m onths; also to ad­ 
vance money on livestock th a t are 


being fed for the m arket, secured 
by notes and m ortgage upon such 
live stock, for a period of time not 
exceeding three years. 


They shall not charge a g re a te r 
rate of interest than is allowed by 
State laws. 
The laws of Texas p e r­ 
mit a rate of IO per cent per annum . 
W hat assurance have the farm ers or 
stockmen under this law that they 
will secure a cheaper rate? 
The 
law will probably be of some benefit, 
because of longer time of paym ent, 
and possibly a little lower rate of 
interest. 
W here can we find five farm ers in 
a neighborhood, or even a greater 
num ber, who can organize one of 
these National 
Agricultural Credit 
Corporations, writh a capital stock of 
$250,000? 
Banks and stockholders 
in banks are perm itted to organize 
these National A gricultural Credit 
Corporations, or to become stock­ 
holders in them. 
This seems to be 
another bankers’ law* and a big bank­ 
ers’ law at that.
